The public might
Irfer that the plan of the iMtssIsslppl
ltlver Commission on the efficacy of
levees as mentis of preventing over-
flows, hst been tried by the General
Government ami proved to be a failure.

Such Is not the case, but, on the con-
trary while the act of 1370 creatine the
Mississippi Hlver Commission declares
one of the purposes to be the prernra
tlon of "plans to prevent destructive
floods," still every river and harbor bill
for the past ten years appropriating
money for the Improvement of the Mis-
sissippi ltlver has contained this express
restriction "Provided that no portion
of this appropriation shall be expended
to repair or build levees for tho purpose
of reclaiming lands, of preventing In-

jury to lands or privalo property by
overflows, provided, howovor, that the
commission is authorised to repair and
build levees If, in their judgment, it
should bo dono as n part of thoir plans
to afford onso and safety to the navlgi-tlo- n

and commorco of tho river and to
deepen the channel."

The only aid which the lovco system
lias received from tho ltlver Commission
has been confined to tho intorosls of

NAVIGATION SOLELY,
while tho partial and imperfect levee
pystcm which has been tried was d

chiefly by local taxation. This
Imperfect levee system, oven under the
disconnected control of local authorities,
has been steadily Improving, and dur-
ing tho present flow afforded protection
to 75 per cent, of tho alluvial yallcy.

The Commission and nil engineers
familiar with tho subject agree that
there arc no engineering dlfllcultios In
tho way, but that it is perfectly practi-
cable to conduct the highest possible
Hoods of tho Mississippi safely to tho
Gtdf by means of levees, and tho osti-mat- e

Is that $10,000,000, to bo
during a porlod of threoyoars,

will be sulllclent to so ropalr, enlarge
nrd rxtend the levees as to give abso-
lute protection to tho valley from Cairo
to the (lull.

A MAJOMTY OP THE COMMISSION
mid all cnelnecrs who havo had charge
of the work of Improvement also agree
that a complete levto system is abso-
lutely essential to tho permanent Im-
provement of the channel for purposes
or navigation. In the recent examina-
tion before the Sennto Commerce Com-
mittee thrco members of the Commis-
sion and Ave engineers stated that If re-
quired to Improve tho navigation of the
rlvir they would build levees, oven If
the valley of tho Mississippi was an un-
inhabited wilderness.

Tho Government hag always been
ready to grant liberal appropriations
for relief after overflows, but constitu-
tional objections seem to be urged
against tho use of public money to pre-ve-

such disasters. This scents Il-

logical, but conceding for tho sake of
argument that the interests of com-
merce and tho postal service as well as
tho protection of this groat alluvial
valley, extending through eight States,
does not inaka tho control of tho Hood
waters of tho river a national duty,
still It would seem the wiser policy to
authorize the Commission to concen-
trate thilr efforts upon tho levees until
that part of the plan of improvement Is
completed, having in view not only the
benefits to navigation, but also the n

TJIK HOST ECONOMICAL COURSE,
as levees not large or strong enough to
withstand possible floods are liable to
be destroyed, while the full benefits to
natlgatlon cannot bo realized until tho
system is complete. When such a sys-
tem, built In accordance with the plans
and specifications of the engineers, has
been fairly tried and found to be in-
competent, it will be time for the "emi-
nent engineers" and "practical ob-
servers" to take the place of the ltlver
Commission. Hut the plan will not fail.

Tho Nolny Ciirry.AII rirnt Introduced
by n French Olllcer,

The "germ" of the omnibus, says the
''Cornhlll Magazine," was of course nn
old ono, and was to be found in the
various "stages," coaches and dili-
gences, where n number of persons
woro conveyed lone distances In one
common vehicle. Cuarios Knight, In-

deed, recalls some experiments made in
tho year 1800, when n lumborlng vehicle
running on six wheels and drawn by
four horses was plying in London for
short distances, but was not vory suc-
cessful. An old Irish reminiscent also
"minded tho time" when n stago of
similar character, on eight wheels,
worked in 1702 between Dublin and
Soapolnt, a suburb'about four miles oil.

There was hero a boarding house, or
hotel of tome fashion, where Charles
Mathews was fond of staying, Tho
truth Is, however, that we owe the in-

vention to our so called "lively neigh-
bors." A retired olllcer named Ilaudry,
living nt Nantes, had established baths
at ItTchcbourg, which, ho found, wero
patronized not so oxtonslvely as ho de-
sired. Ho accordingly, In 1&7, started
a sort of general car to transport his
customers, which plied between the
baths and the centre of tho town.
Ilaudry later set up his vehicle at Itor-doau-

and also at Paris, but, as in so
many other cases where the community
Is benefited, Uie Invention flourished,
though at tho expense of the Inventor.

In 1630 forage was dear, the roads
bad, the undertaking ruined the luck-
less Ilaudry, who Is said to have died
of disappointment. It was in this year
that the enterprising undertaker sent
out the first London bus, which, ac-
cording to a now defunct Dublin news-
paper, UtiuHiUrt' Xtilettr, "excited
considerable notice from the novel
form of the carriage and the elegant
manner In which it Is fitted out. We
apprehend it would be almost Impossi-
ble to make it overturn, owing to the
great width. It is drawn by three
beautiful bays abreast after the French
fashion. It Is a haudsome machine."
It then describes how "the new vehi-
cle, called the omnibus, commenced
running thfs morning from 1'addlngton
to the tity."

It started from the "Yorkshire
Stingo" and carried twenty-tw- o passen-
gers laslde at a charge of a shilling or
sixpence, according to ditianca. To
carry eleven passeagers dm each side It
must have beea nearly double ike
length of the present form of vehicle
ami of the siie aad appearaaca of oae
of the large three-bors- e Metropolitan
Hallway 'busses.
